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Duncan: No more military training 
in Curacao for St. Maarten youth 



PHILIPSBURG—With the 
dismantling of the Netherlands 
Antilles looming next year, 
St. Maarten will not send any 
more youngsters for military 
training in Curasao. 

Home and Constitutional 
Affairs Minister Roland 
Duncan said yesterday that 
once the Netherlands Antilles 
no longer exists, and unless 
legislation is written into law, 


there will be no legal basis to 
send youth from Country St. 
Maarten to undergo military 
training in Country Curasao. 
Whilethenumberofyoungsters 
seeking military training has 
increased significantly over 
the last few years, St. Maarten 
has to decide how it will handle 
this aspect in the planning for 
country status, he said, adding 
that he had written reports on 


how to move forward with 
military training, but had yet 
to discuss it with leader of 
government Commissioner 
William Marlin. 

Thus far, Curasao military 
service leaders have agreed 
with his approach to suspend 
sending youngsters from St. 
Maarten. The Dutch Ministry 
of Defence still has to decide on 
Duncan’s proposals, including 
funding military training in St. 
Maarten, if that’s the direction 
St. Maarten’s political leaders 
decide to go. One example 
the Minister used as a possible 
starting point for St. Maarten 
is the Voluntary Corps St 
Maarten VKS, which he said 
already has familiar military 
training protocols that can be 
adjusted or transformed into 
military training for young 
people. He said this kind of 
training would be beneficial 
for all uniform services for 
Country St. Maarten. 


Tuitt proposed as acting It. Governor 


PHILIPSBURG—The National Alliance 
(NA)/Heyliger coalition has suggested 
Roland Tuitt, Certified Public Accountant and 
board member of the Committee on Financial 
Supervision CFT, to replace acting Lt. 
Governor Millicent Acuna Lopez-de Weever. 
Tuitt’s credentials and background are being 
vetted by the relevant Central Government 
Departments and the justice authorities. A 
formal response on his candidacy is expected 
in the coming weeks, this newspaper 
understands. 

It’s no secret that National Alliance (NA) 
Leader and Leader of Government William 
Marlin has not been happy with Acuna 
Lopez-de Weever’s way of conducting Island 
Council meetings. 

He voiced his concerns about her knowledge 
of the Islands Regulation of the Netherlands 
Antilles (ERNA) and her ability to apply 
the rules of the meeting last week Thursday. 
Marlin said because of this shortcoming, the 
acting Lt. Governor had allowed in particular 
Democratic Party (DP) Leader Island 
Councilwoman Sarah Wescot-Williams to 
circumvent or ignore meeting rules. 

Acuna Lopez-de Weever was appointed for 
two years on recommendation of the former 
DP-led government on February 26, 2008. 
She succeeded Mathias Voges, who resigned 
from the post after 17 years of service. 

Some controversy erupted about her 


appointment, because she was Democratic 
Party (DP) Island Councilman Petrus “Leroy” 
de Weever’s sister. This blood relationship was 
in some conflict with the ERNA. However, 
the Central Government vetted and approved 
her appointment and despite outcry from some 
legal heads, the decision was not reversed. 
Acuna Lopez-de Weever had served as a 
member of the Island Council several years 
ago. 

Similarly, Tuitt was a parliamentarian 
for the NA’s predecessor, the St. Maarten 
Patriotic Alliance (SPA). He also served 
as a “professional” commissioner 
(vakgedeputeerde) for SPA from 1994-1999. 
As a professional commissioner, Tuitt had 
no vote in the Island Council, but was a full- 
fledged member of the Executive Council. 

If Tuitt is appointed acting Lt. Governor, he 
may have to relinquish his membership on 
the CFT board, because the two functions 
will have some conflict. The CFT is charged 
with overseeing government’s finances, while 
the acting Lt. Governor is de facto party of 
government, because he/she is chairperson 
of the Executive and Island Councils in the 
absence of the Lt. Governor. 

It is also understood that St. Eustatius acting 
Lt. Governor Gerald Berkel is the front 
runner for appointment as that island’s new 
Lt. Governor. Holding that post now is Hyden 
Gittens. □ 


“We are dealing with some 
very outdated laws in terms 
of military service and as 
St. Maarten moves towards 
country, we should be able 
to conduct our own military 
service,” Minister Duncan 
said. “One aspect that has 
to change, for example, is 
the admittance of women 
into the service. In this day 
and age, we are still dealing 
with discriminatory laws that 
prohibit women from entering 
the service. This all has to 
change,” he said. 

Addressing the concerns 
of youngsters who recently 
returned to St. Maarten after 
being rejected by the service, 
Duncan said St. Maarten’s boys 
usually are at a disadvantage 


in Curasao. He mentioned as 
examples the language barrier, 
with Dutch or Papiamento the 
instruction language, and the 
fact that they are tested again 
in Curasao after being tested 
in St. Maarten. 

“I have challenged the 
grounds on which boys from 
St. Maarten are rejected, but 
I am often confronted with 
the reality of the situation,” 
he said, adding that Curasao 
can easily fill the total quota 
of 75 boys from the Antilles 
each time the military training 
service period comes around. 
So St. Maarten boys also 
face the challenge of having 
to perform exceptionally in 
order not to be rejected and 
replaced, he concluded. Q

School started a day later than scheduled due to the passing 
of Tropical Depression Ana. For a number of children that 
will not be the case, however, because of problems placing 
undocumented children at the various schools. 

While the compulsory education law has been on the books in 
the Netherlands Antilles for years, St. Maarten has been unable 
to implement it because of the large number of children without 
legal residency, many of whom ended up at informal so-called 
“undocumented” schools that are not under the supervision of 
education authorities. Official schools were reluctant to take 
such children in the past and at one point there was even a letter 
from the Lt. Governor stating they could not do so, mainly 
because of possible legal consequences. 

An effort has now been made to register such children between 
four and six years of age at the basic school entry level, but 
the ensuing flurry of applications at the various schools caused 
administrative problems. While 58 of the 141 children involved 
who were registered by the Education Department some months 
ago had already been placed in public schools, the others will 
have to wait one or two weeks. 

Hopefully, it will not take longer than that, because the children 
involved have as a rule already been disadvantaged enough due 
to their status, usually through no fault of their own. 

That there are concerns about the availability of educators is 
certainly not encouraging news with the school year already 
starting, but the department says it has a database from which it 
can assign potential teachers. To what extent these “potential” 
teachers are actually ready to stand in front of the classroom 
- also in light of the ongoing education innovations - remains 
to be seen, but the authorities and individual school boards no 
doubt will do what they can to address the issue as best possible. 
All in all, while the implementation of compulsory education is 
not without problems, at least it is being attempted seriously for 
the first time and all agree that every child allowed to live on the 
island has a right to basic education, no matter what his or her 
circumstances or legal status. All students should actually be 
more conscious the value of that right, and act accordingly. □

NEW YORK - Some better- 
than-expected retail earnings 
reports and the latest reading 
on housing are drawing 
investors back into the stock 
market. 

Stocks rebounded Tuesday 
from the previous day’s selloff, 
with major indicators rising 
about 1 percent, led by a surge 
in financial and technology 
companies. Investors were 


still wary about consumer 
spending and the economy 
as a whole, but found enough 
good news in retailers’ 
reports and the Commerce 
Department’s latest take on 
the housing market to justify 
the comeback. 

Analysts said investors were 
putting things in perspective, 
believing that Monday’s big 
drop, in which the Dow Jones 
industrials tumbled 186 points, 
was a bit overdone. The U.S. 


market was also taking some 
cues from overseas exchanges, 
which got a boost from 
encouraging news about the 
German economy. And bond 
prices retreated as investors’ 
anxiety about the economy 
eased. 

“The outlook for the economy 
doesn’t change every 24 
hours,” said Alan Skrainka, 
chief market strategist at 
Edward Jones. “The news 
is always mixed even after 
you’ve hit bottom.” 

Investors have been battling 
mixed signals on the economy 
for several weeks; housing 
and manufacturing have been 
improving, but consumer 
spending is still sagging. On 
Monday, stocks fell by the 
biggest amount in six weeks 
as investors’ growing fears 
that consumers won’t spend 
enough to lift the economy 
into recovery caught up with 
them. 

The earnings reports from 
retailers on Tuesday showed 
that American consumers are 
still shy about spending, but 
results weren’t quite as bad 
as analysts expected and that 
helped calm some of investors ’ 
nerves. 

Meanwhile, the Commerce 
Department reported that 
construction of new homes 
and apartments fell more 


than expected last month, but 
construction of single-family 
homes actually rose 1 percent 
to the highest level since 
October 2008. It was the fifth 
straight monthly increase. 
Analysts have warned that the 
market has gotten ahead of 
itself and that some pullback 
is inevitable, given the more 
than 40 percent climb in 
stocks since March and the 
challenges that still exist 
in high unemployment and 
waning consumer confidence. 
But the market continues to 
show resilience, with any 
retreat in stocks being brief. 

In midafternoon trading, 
the Dow rose 84.42, or 0.9 
percent, to 9,219.76. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
gained 9.80, or 1.0 percent, 
to 989.53, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 25.02, 
or 1.3 percent, to 1,955.86. 

In other trading, the Russell 
2000 index of smaller 
companies rose 8.89, or 1.6 
percent, to 557.07. 

About four stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to a light 551.8 
million shares. 

Overseas markets also 

rebounded from steep 

declines on Tuesday. Japan’s 
Nikkei stock average rose 0.2 
percent. 


Major European indexes 
rose after a research institute 
reported that consumer 
confidence is rising in 
Germany, Europe’s largest 
economy. Britain’s FTSE 100, 
Germany’s DAX index and 
France’s CAC-40 all added 
0.9 percent. 

Meanwhile, bondprices dipped 
after the previous day’s big 
gains, which were a response 
to investors’ nervousness 
about the economy.. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note, which moves 
in the opposite direction 
from its price, rose to 3.52 
percent from 3.47 percent late 
Monday. 

John Wilson, chief technical 
strategist at Morgan Keegan, 
said he’s encouraged that 
investors keep seeing 
opportunities in the market’s 
dips. 

“Buying tends to come in a 
little quicker because people 
have missed the market,” he 
said, referring to the recent 
surge in stocks that has taken 
the S&P 500 index up 12 
percent in a little over a month 
and 45.5 percent since early 
March. 

“The data is not going to all 
of a sudden turn positive,” 
he said. However, “more and 
more people are beginning to 
embrace the fact that we’re 
through the worst of the 
recession.” 

The big question for investors 
now is how strong the 
economy’s recovery will be. 
The market is trying to gauge 
how big of a drag consumers 
will be on the economy if 
unemployment remains 
elevated for some time, 
leaving consumers uneasy 
about spending too freely. 
“There’s volatility because 
investors have a lot of 
questions,” Skrainka said. 
“What will the recovery look 
like and how much of this 
is already reflected in stock 
prices?” 

Investors once again bought 
stocks that are dependent 
on a healthy economy, 
including financial, industrial 
and technology companies. 
Gains in industries that tend 
to hold up better when the 
economy is weak, like health 
care and utilities, were more

NEW YORK - Home Depot 
Inc. on Tuesday that its 
fiscal second-quarter profit 
fell 7 percent, as consumers 
continued to shy away from 
bigger purchases, but cost 
cutting and sales of smaller 
items such as paint and garden 
products helped results beat 
expectations. 

The nation’s biggest home- 
improvement retailer said 
total transactions in the U.S. 
increased year-over-year for 
the first time in five years 
and same-store sales rates 
improved in Florida and 
California, two of its most 
important — and troubled — 
markets. It lifted its guidance 
for full-year earnings from 
continuing operations. 

Shares rose 74 cents, or 2.8 
percent, to $26.85 during 
afternoon trading. 

Still, similar to its rival Lowe’s 
Cos. on Monday, Home Depot 
reported a sales decline as 
consumers continue to cut 
back. Investors have been 
closely watching consumer 


spending since it accounts for 
7 0 percent of all U. S. economic 
activity. But Chairman and 
CEO Frank Blake said he does 
not expect positive same-store 
sales until the second half 
of 2010. Blake said Home 
Depot took market share from 
competitors, but he added that 
same-store sales remained 
negative in all regions except 
those experiencing hurricanes 
last year. In California, 
double-digit same-store sales 
declines improved to single¬ 
digit declines. In Florida, 
there were still some markets 
with same-store sales declines 
in the double digits, but the 
percentage decline was about 
half of what it was in the 
second quarter last year. 

“We remain concerned by 
the high level of foreclosure 
activity, which we believe 
continues to put pressure 
on the housing markets in 
(markets such as California 
and Florida), as reflected in 
lower sales of basic building 
material products,” he said. 
Home Depot earned $1.12 
billion, or 66 cents per share, 


Home Depot 2Q profit boats expectations 


for the three months ended 
Aug. 2. That’s down from $1.2 
billion, or 71 cents per share, a 
year earlier. 

Excluding charges related to 
Expo, which Home Depot is 
closing, profit was 67 cents 
per share, topping analysts’ 
estimate of 59 cents per 
share, according to a poll by 
Thomson Reuters. 

Quarterly results also included 
a tax benefit of about $50 


million, which boosted 
earnings by about 3 cents per 
share. Cost-cutting also helped 
results as total operating 
expenses fell 8 percent to 
$4.56 billion. 

Revenue dropped 9 percent to 
$ 19.07 billion from $21 billion, 
falling short of the $19.23 
billion analysts expected. 
Paint, outside garden products 
building materials, flooring 
and plumbing performed 


better than average, while 
millwork, hardware, kitchen, 
lumber and electrical sold less 
well. Air conditioner and fan 
sales were weak due to cooler- 
than-average temperatures in 
June and July. 

In California, however, 
weather was good, and the 
company said that drove 
garden sales, despite continued 
high enemployment and 
foreclosures in the area.

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Does the U.S. Economy Need a Job-Creation Stimulus?

If the recession is over, as some economists say, why 
are so many people still unemployed? The so-called 
jobless recovery is raising an intriguing question: Should 
America resurrect something like the Works Progress 
Administration (WPA) - the New Deal job-creation 
program that put millions of unemployed Americans 
to work building schools, roads, parks, libraries and 
other needed infrastructure projects during the Great 
Depression? 

Indeed, the current situation is stark. When people say there 
are no jobs out there, it’s true. According to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, at the start of the recession in December 
2007, the ratio of job seekers to job openings was 1.5 to 
1. Now six unemployed workers chase every available 
job. It’s a brutal game of musical chairs in which a great 
many people lose and spiral downward economically with 
disastrous consequences, not only for themselves and 
their families, but also for communities that were once 
productive and prosperous. (See pictures of life during the 
Great Depression.) 

The Obama Administration and economists hailed the dip 
in July unemployment to 9.4% from the 9.5% level in June 
as an indication that the economy is beginning to recover. 
But the drop in unemployment is deceptive. Employers 
shed another 155,000 jobs in July. And the unemployment 
rate would have gone up, possibly to 9.7%, if the 400,000 
Americans who had previously been searching for a job 
(but became so discouraged they stopped) had continued 
to seek employment in July. Economists expect the job 
picture to remain bleak well into 2010. 

The standard unemployment number excludes both those 
who have given up looking for a job and those who have 
taken part-time jobs but want full-time work. Include them 
and the number jumps to 20% or higher in states such as 
Michigan, California, Rhode Island and Oregon, with 
Tennessee, Nevada and other states in the high teens. 
Economist Heidi Shierholz of the Economic Policy 
Institute says the economy has lost 6.7 million jobs since 
the beginning of the recession and that the stimulus bill 
thus far has generated 750,000 jobs. But in addition to 
the nearly 7 million jobs lost, the national economy has 
failed to add the 127,000 jobs per month needed to keep 
up with population growth. “The real employment hole 
is 9.1 million jobs,” says Shierholz. “The stimulus bill is 
great, but it will only generate 3 to 4 million jobs. Now 
that we can see how dramatically things have deteriorated, 
we need to think about job creation in the places, like 
Michigan, that are extremely hard hit. There are areas 
across the nation that are going to be very depressed for 
a long time.” (In comparison, at the height of the Great 


Depression, nearly 25% of the U.S. workforce - more than 
11 million people - were unemployed.) (Read about the 
origins of the Great Depression.) 

Why isn’t the $787 billion stimulus bill helping 
unemployment? It was never designed to be a jobs 
program. Instead it is an ambitious policy prescription 
to restart - and redirect - the economy in new directions 
over the next three years. Stimulus spending is not a fast- 
infusion jobs program, nor is it always targeted toward 
the hardest-hit states. For example, stimulus road-building 
largely bypasses large metropolitan regions where 
antiquated infrastructure snarls traffic to focus on rural 
areas and smaller states. 

Desperate times in one especially hard-hit Tennessee 
county stirred Governor Phil Bredesen to get creative. 
As first reported in the New York Times, the result is 
a “novel use of stimulus money.” In remote, tiny Perry 
County, where the unemployment rate had soared to 
27% with the closure of an auto-parts factory, Bredesen 
decided a New Deal-style WPA program was the order 
of the day. Some of the jobs are with the state parks and 
transportation department, but two-thirds of them are 
new jobs in private sector businesses - including a pie 
company, a hotel and a factory that needs painting and 
repair - which are reimbursed by the state for the salaries 
of the eligible stimulus workers. Some of the businesses 
say the free labor has helped expand their market share, 
and they are hopeful that they can grow enough to keep 
the larger workforce when government assistance stops in 
October 2010.

“We consider it an unqualified success,” Bredesen tells 
TIME, speaking about the 338 jobs created by the pilot 
program. “I wanted to do more than show concern. These 
are people with real obligations and, while I support clean 
energy [the thrust of much of the stimulus], people have 
to make car payments next month. I’d love to have a great 
deal more stimulus money to do this type of thing in other 
counties, but there is not a lot of money available. If there 
is another stimulus package, real consideration should be 
given to direct employment, in WPA fashion, in the public 
and private sector.” 

The WPA - the largest New Deal program, employing 8.5 
million people and spending $11 billion on public projects 
nationwide - was a real jobs program. More than 80% of 
its budget was dedicated to labor. In a speech at LSU in 
1936, the WPA’s legendary head, Harry Hopkins, gave a 
cogent synopsis of his agency’s deep effect on the nation. 
“You can start out from Baton Rouge in any direction and 
pass through town after town which has water facilities or 


sewer facilities or roads or streets or sidewalks or better 
public buildings, which it would not have had but for the 
Works Progress Administration.” (Read TIME’S 1945 
cover story on Hopkins, the second most powerful man 
in the U.S.) 

“In the New Deal, they did everything they could think of 
to get people paychecks,” says Alice Rivlin, a Brookings 
Institution scholar and former head of the Office of 
Management and Budget. “For example, there were WPA 
projects for artists and writers. In the 1970s, we put people 
to work during recessions doing useful things. These were 
mostly lower-skills jobs such as teaching assistants, home 
health-care workers and cleaning up parks. A similar 
program today could help a great deal with the high level 
of unemployment among young people.” 

Shierholz says policymakers should begin thinking about 
a second stimulus package focused on a jobs program. 
“If we passed a $200 billion jobs bill, that could create 
roughly 4 million jobs paying between $40,000 and 
$50,000,” she says. “Four million temporary public 
sector jobs, for a year or two in duration, would bridge 
the employment gap while the economy recovers.” Voting 
against the $787 billion measure, GOP Senator Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina said, “There are so many things 
in the package completely unrelated to creating a job in 
the next 18 months.” Only 11% of stimulus money was 
targeted toward infrastructure, and less than 10% of the 
jobs created have been public sector jobs. 

There are those who caution against a jobs program. 
Heritage Foundation scholar Brian Riedl is skeptical 
about the benefit. “Every dollar that Congress injects into 
the economy must be first taxed or borrowed out of the 
economy,” says Riedl. “The jobs we create in one county 
come at the cost of jobs in another county. It is a zero-sum 
game.” Riedl believes there are times when government 
action is called for on humanitarian reasons. But in terms of 
economic growth, he says, “the only government spending 
that creates a net bonus for the economy is spending that 
results in gains for long-term productivity.” 

Nevertheless, two weeks ago, White House economic 
adviser Christina Romer signaled that the Administration 
would consider a new stimulus measure if it did not 
see strong results from the current package. Prominent 
economists like Joseph Stiglitz say more stimulus is 
necessary to drive the economy forward. A jobs program 
focused on the nation’s hardest-hit regions could have 
an impact. Nationally, 1 in 5 construction workers are 
unemployed. According to the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, the nation has $1.5 trillion in unaddressed 
infrastructure needs. “Clearly there are projects that need 
to be done,” says ShierholzQ

What killed Mozart? Study 
suggests strep infection

PHILADELPHIA - For 
more than two centuries, the 
music of Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart has endured — as has 
the speculation about what 
led to his sudden death at age 
35 on Dec. 5, 1791. 

Was the wunderkind 
composer poisoned by a 
jealous rival? Did he have 
an intestinal parasite from 
an undercooked pork chop? 
Could he have accidentally 
poisoned himself with 
mercury used to treat an 
alleged bout of syphilis? 

A report in Tuesday’s 
Annals of Internal Medicine 
suggests the exalted Austrian 
composer might have 
succumbed to something 
far more commonplace: a 
streptococcal infection — 
possibly strep throat — that 
led to kidney failure. The 
researchers looked at death 
records in Vienna during the 
months surrounding Mozart’s 
death — November and 
December 1791 and January 
1792, and compared causes 
of death with the previous 
and following years.

LOS ANGELES - The King of Pop will 
be buried on what would have been his 51st 
birthday, a spokesman for Michael Jackson’s 
family said Tuesday. 

Jackson will be buried at a private ceremony at 
Forest Lawn-Glendale on Aug. 29, spokesman 
Ken Sunshine said in a statement. Guests will 
be limited to family and close friends, Sunshine 
said. 

“The Jackson family once again wishes to 
express its gratitude to Michael’s fans around 
the world for their support during these difficult 
times,” the statement said. 

Details about the ceremony and the whereabouts 
of Jackson’s body have been tightly guarded. 
The announcement came a day after the New 
York Daily News reported comments by 
Jackson’s father, Joe Jackson, that his son 
would be buried on what would have been his 
birthday. 


Sunshine said Jackson will be buried on 
the Holly Terrace at the cemetery’s Great 
Mausoleum. The cemetery’s Web site describes 
the mausoleum as featuring replicas of works 
by Michelangelo. It also features a stained 
glass recreation of Leonardo da Vinci’s “The 
Last Supper.” 

The cemetery is located in the city of Glendale, 
which is about 8 miles north of downtown 
Los Angeles. It is a different location from the 
Hollywood Hills cemetery where Jackson’s 
family was seen gathering days after his death 
on June 25. 

Forest Lawn spokesman Bill Martin said the 
cemetery does not comment on private funeral 
services or on steps that might be taken to 
handle fans who try to show up for the burial. 
“We’ve handled high-profile services in the 
past,” Martin said. 

He said the cemetery is on private property, and 
measures will be taken to discourage “loitering” 
on the day of Jackson’s service.□

MADRID (AFP) - A 
Spanish firm said Tuesday it 
is in talks with the executors 
of Michael Jackson’s estate 
to stage an exhibit of the late 
star’s memorabilia which 
would tour the world. 

The exhibit would contain 
120 original objects 
belonging to the “King of 
Pop” as well as photos and 
a recreated stage from one 
of his concerts, the president 
of Musealia, Jesus Ferreiro, 
told AFP. 

“We want to do this Michael 
Jackson exhibit because we 
think it would be interesting. 
The negotiations are super- 
complicated but I believe 
we can reach an agreement,” 
he said in a telephone 
interview. 

If the traveling exhibit 
goes ahead it will be called 
“Michael Jackson: Black 
and White of a Life” and an 
adult entry would cost 23 
dollars (16 euros). 

Based in the northern Spanish 
city of San Sebastian, 
Musealia is behind “Titanic 
The Exhibition” featuring 
items from the sunken ocean 
liner that has been seen by 
28 million people around the 
world since it was launched in 
2000. Ferreiro began his talks 
with John Branca, Jackson’s 
longtime lawyer who was 


named in the singer’s will as 
an executor of his estate, on 
July 13, the company said 
in a statement, just 18 days 
after Jackson’s death at age 
50 from an apparent cardiac 
arrest. The negotiations over 
financial terms and other 
matters will continue once 
Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Mitchell Beckloff, who 
is overseeing matters related 
to Jackson’s estate, approves 
the staging of the exhibit, it 
added. Half of the revenues 
from the exhibition would go 
to Jackson’s estate. 

Since his death, Jackson’s 
estate has already earned 
100 million dollars through 
a film deal and various 


merchandising contracts. 
Branca and others estimate 
Jackson-related business 
could generate between 
50 and 100 million dollars 
annually. 

Set up in 2000, Musealia’s 
main activity is creating and 
managing “high quality” 
travelling exhibitions for 
museums. 

Last year it launched a new 
exhibit about the human 
anatomy, “Once Upon a 
Time.. .Life: The Human Body 
- The Exhibition”, which 
recreates a trip through the 
interior of the human body. 
It has so far been seen by 
around half a million people

Suspects who sparked Are 
may be linked to cartels

SANTA BARBARA, California (AP) 
— Investigators said Tuesday they believe 
marijuana growers with possible ties to Mexican 
drug cartels caused an 88,650-acre (35,900- 
hectare) wildfire in northern Santa Barbara 
County, and there are many more pot farms 
hidden in remote areas around the nation. 

“No pun intended, it’s a growing problem,” 
U.S. Forest Service Special Agent Russ Arthur 
said. 

Arthur said an unspecified “cooking device” left 
at an encampment by suspected drug traffickers 
sparked the blaze on Aug. 8 that has scorched 
more than 137 square miles (87,680 acres) of 
brush and timber and briefly threatened two 
dozen ranches and homes. 

About 30,000 marijuana plants and an AK-47 
assault rifle were found near the origin of the 
blaze in a remote canyon in Los Padres National 
Forest, authorities said at a news conference. 
Arthur said the plants’ quality is similar to 
marijuana linked to Mexican drug cartels, 
though he acknowledged the investigation into 
the link was ongoing. 

“The type of location, the remoteness, the 
situation of the encampment, the type of plants, 
the quality ... it fits the same M.O. (modus 
operandi) as all the others we’ve worked,” 


around the nation, Arthur said. 

Fire crews were making progress against the fire 
on Tuesday, and it was 75 percent contained. 
Farther north, a blaze in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains was 80 percent surrounded. All but 
about 20 of some 2,200 evacuees had been 
allowed back home by Sunday. 

The fire has burned more than 7,100 acres 
(2,900 hectares), or about 11.2 square miles 
(29 sq. kilometers). 

Some evacuation orders also have been lifted in 
the Sierra Nevada foothills, where a wildfire has 
charred more than 3,500 acres (1,400 hectares), 
or 5.6 square miles (14 sq. kilometers). The 
fire, which destroyed two homes when it first 
broke out Friday, is now 30 percent contained. 
The Santa Barbara County wildfire was the 
first in county history to have been caused by 
drug traffickers but such operations typically 
cause three to four smaller blazes in California 
each year, Arthur said. 

Investigators said it’s believed the number 
of clandestine marijuana farms in the United 
States is rising as international drug cartels turn 
to public lands. 

“We have evidence that most of these types 
of marijuana grows are the work of drug 
organizations out of Mexico,” Santa Barbara 
County Sheriff Bob Brown said.

Political columnist 
Robert Novak dies at 78

Political columnist Robert 
Novak, a diehard conservative, 
pugilistic debater and proud 
owner of the “Prince of 
Darkness” nickname, has 
died after a battle with brain 
cancer.

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Obama sees encouraging Mideast peace prospects

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack 

Obama won lavish praise 
Tuesday from his guest, 
President Hosni Mubarak 
of Egypt, and spoke of an 
“extraordinary opportunity” 
for making peace in the 
Middle East. 

Obama said he was 
encouraged by U.S. efforts 
to restart talks between 
Israel and the Palestinians. 
Seated next to Mubarak, 
who was making his first 
visit to the U.S. capital in 
five years, Obama thanked 
the Egyptian for joining 
him in trying to construct a 
deal that has eluded world 
leaders for more than six 
decades. 

Returning the compliment, 
Mubarak asserted that 
Obama’s speech to the 
world’s Muslims, delivered 
in Cairo in June, had 
convinced Arabs that the 
United States truly was an 
honest broker. 

The 81-year-old Egyptian 
leader, who was estranged 
from the former Bush 
administration, said Obama 
had “removed all doubts 
about the United States and 
the Muslim world.” 
Mubarak said, “The Islamic 
world had thought that the 
U.S. was against Islam, 
but his (Obama’s) great, 
fantastic address there has 
removed all those doubts.” 
Obama’s positive 

assessment of the peace 
effort was issued in response 
to a question about reports 
that Israel had stopped 
granting permission for 
new settlements in the West 
Bank, even though building 
in progress was continuing. 
Obama has made resuming 
peace talks between Israel 
and the Palestinians a major 
foreign policy goal, hoping 
a breakthrough there would 
lead to wider agreements 
among the Jewish state and 
its Arab neighbors. 

To that end, Obama 


has demanded that the 
Israeli government of 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu freeze 

construction of Jewish 
settlements inEast Jerusalem 
and the West Bank, land that 
the Palestinians want for a 
state. Netanyahu’s public 
refusal has opened a rare rift 
between the traditionally 
close allies. 

Nevertheless, Obama said: 
“The Israeli government has 
taken discussions with us 
very seriously.” He said he 
was “encouraged by some 
of the things I am seeing on 
the ground.” 

“All parties,” Obama said, 
“have to take steps to restart 
serious negotiations,” 
including Palestinian efforts 
to end the incitement of 
violence against Israel. 
Obama took pains to include 
references to needed steps 
not only from Israel but 
also the Palestinians and the 
other Arab countries. 

“If all sides are willing to 
move off of the rut that we ’ re 
in currently, then I think 
there is an extraordinary 
opportunity to make real 
progress. But we’re not 
there yet,” Obama said. 
Mubarak said an end to 
Jewish settlement activity 


was central to a resumption 
of Israeli-Palestinian talks 
and a wider improvement of 
ties among the Israelis and 
all of their Arab neighbors. 
Egypt made peace with 
Israel 30 years ago and 
Jordan, Israel’s eastern 
neighbor that formerly 
controlled the West Bank, 
followed suit, but not until 
1994. 

Mubarak took a traditionally 
tough stand about the hard 
issues that still must be 
settled between Israel and 
the Palestinians, saying he 
had told the Israelis that 
they must “forget temporary 
solutions and forget about 
temporary borders.” 

The Arabs, backing a 
long-standing peace offer 
from Saudi Arabia, have 
said they were willing to 
recognize Israel and make 
peace if the Jewish state 
returns to borders as they 
existed before the 1967 Six- 
Day War. Israel annexed all 
of Jerusalem and captured 
the West Bank during that 
conflict. 

Mubarak looked robust 
despite reports that he 
was growing increasingly 
frail and preparing his 46- 
year-old son, Gamal, as a 
successor. 


Egypt has an exploding 
population, ravaged by 
widespread poverty and 
high unemployment. The 
Egyptian president, who 
has ruled the country for 
28 years, has kept a lid on 
Egypt’s exploding social 
and fundamentalist Islamic 
religious pressures through 
heavy repression of much 
of the political opposition 
in Egypt. He has been 
particularly tough on the 
Islamic fundamentalist 
Muslim Brotherhood, which 
is represented unofficially in 
the Egyptian parliament and 
is the most organized group 
challenging Mubarak’s 

rule. 

Mubarak had been a regular 
visitor to Washington during 
the Clinton administration. 
Then he stayed away to 
protest the U.S. invasion of 
Iraq and President George 
W. Bush’s intensified 

pressure to open the 

Egyptian political system 
and moderate its human 

rights policies. 

That was in the past, 
Mubarak said. 

“Relations between us 
and the United States are 
very good relations and 
strategic relations. And 
despite some of the hoops 


that we had with previous 
administrations, this did 
not change the nature of 
our bilateral relations.” 
Both leaders said they had 
talked about reforming 
Egypt’s political system, 
but Obama has been far less 
vocal publicly, an obvious 
bid to lower the temperature 
in relations with the Middle 
East’s most populous 
Arab country. Mubarak’s 
fulsome praise of Obama 
suggested the strategy was 
paying benefits. 

U.S. critics, however, insist 
that Obama must not relent 
in pressuring Mubarak on 
reform. 

On Iran, one of the largest 
and most complicated 
foreign challenges facing 
Obama, Mubarak said he 
and Obama talked at length 
about worries that Tehran 
is trying to build a nuclear 
weapon. 

Mubarak — like Obama, 
Israeli leaders and many 
Arab countries — sees 
a nuclear-armed Iran 
as a “game-changing” 
possibility that could upend 
the power balance in the 
Middle East. 

While noting they 
confronted the issue, neither 
leader indicated how they 
intend to move forward. 
Obama has sought to 
establish a dialogue with 
the Iranians but has set a 
September deadline for 
Tehran’s Islamic leaders to 
respond. 

A next U.S. step would 
center on efforts to enforce 
tougher U.N. sanctions 
aimed at punishing Iran 
economically and further 
isolating the Islamic 
regime, which claims it is 
developing the technology 
for nuclear generation of 
electricity, not a bomb. 
Israel has spoken openly of 
a possible military attack 
on Iran’s nuclear facilities 
but is widely believed to 
have agreed to stand down 
to give the U.S. policy time 
to work. □ 
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Woman charged with cyber harassment

ST. PETERS, Missouri (AP) 
— A woman is accused of 
cyberbullying for allegedly 
posting photos and personal 
information of a teenage girl 
on the “Casual Encounters” 
section of a popular 
advertising Web site after 
an Internet argument. 
Prosecutors said 40-year- 
old Elizabeth A. Thrasher 
posted the 17-year-old’s 
picture, e-mail address 
and cell phone number on 
the Web site in a posting 
that suggested the girl was 
seeking a sexual encounter. 
St. Charles County Lt. Craig 
McGuire said Tuesday that 
the victim is the daughter 
of Thrasher’s ex-husband’s 
girlfriend. The girl, who 
has not been named, 
received lewd messages and 
photographs from men she 
didn’t know and contacted 
police. 

Thrasher, of St. Peters, is 
the first person charged 
with felony harassment in 
St. Charles County under a 
law passed in Missouri after 
the suicide of 13-year-old 
Megan Meier, who was the 
victim of an Internet hoax 
in a nearby community 
that drew international 
attention. 

Thrasher was freed on 
$ 10,000 bond, but the judge 
barred her from having a 
computer or Internet access 
at home. No one answered 
the door at her house in a 
neighborhood northwest of 
St. Louis. Neighbors said 
she and her two children 
had just moved in recently. 


Her attorney, Michael 
Kielty, said what Thrasher 
was accused of was no 
different from someone 
posting a number on a 
bathroom wall, telling 
people to “call Jane Doe for 
a good time.” 

“It may be in poor taste. It 
may be inappropriate, but 
it’s not criminal behavior,” 
Kielty said. He said the state 
law was poorly written and 
Thrasher was devastated by 
the charges. 

Authorities said Thrasher 
and the 17-year-old’s 
mother had been arguing, 
and there was some back- 
and-forth bickering on 
My Space among all three. 
“Who started what is up for 
debate,” said St. Charles 
County Prosecutor Jack 
Banas. 

McGuire said Thrasher 
then created the posting on 
Craigslist—whose “Casual 
Encounters” section warns 
that the pages may include 
adult content — that 
included the teen’s picture, 
employer, e-mail address 
and cell phone number. She 
received calls, e-mails, text 
messages and pornographic 
photos to her cell phone, 
police said. 

If convicted of felony 
harassment, Thrasher could 
face up to four years in 
state prison, or up to a year 
in county jail, and a $5,000 
fine, Banas said. 

Under the harassment law 
that took effect last August, 
a cyberbullying offense can 
be charged as a felony if 
a victim is 17 or younger 
and the suspect 21 or older. 


Misdemeanor cases have 
been filed since then. 

The law was spurred by 
the Megan Meier case, in 
which an adult neighbor, 
her daughter and a friend 
were linked to a MySpace 
page concocted to appear 
to be that of a teenage 
boy. “Josh” initially flirted 
with Megan but then made 
hurtful co mm ents shortly 
before she hanged herself. 
No state charges were filed, 
Banas has said, because the 
state lacked an applicable 
law at the time. A jury in 
California, where MySpace 
has its servers, found 
the neighbor, Lori Drew, 
guilty of three federal 
misdemeanors, but a judge 
overturned the verdicts and 


said he would acquit her. 
His decision has not been 
finalized. 

Given the awareness of 
cyberbullying that Megan’s 
story had raised, Banas had 
thought St. Charles County 
was “the most unlikely 
place” for another case to 
arise. 

Megan’s mother, Tina 
Meier, who campaigns 
against cyberbullying, 
said Missouri’s updated 
law should be “used to the 
fullest extent.” 

“This is not a joke,” Meier 
said. “There have been too 
many people who have 
taken their own lives, too 
many people and their 
families getting hurt by 
this.’Q

Mitch McConnell said in a 
statement. 

Said House Republican 
Leader John Boehner: 
“Bob made remarkable 
contributions in the field 
of journalism and to 
the American political 
landscape.” 

In recent years, Novak ended 
up actually being a part of a 
big Washington story, in ways 
he likely never intended, 
becoming a central figure in 
the Valerie Plame CIA leak 
case. 

Novak was the first to publish 
the name of CIA employee, 
and he came under withering 
criticism and abuse from 
many for that column, which 
Novak said began “a long 
and difficult episode” in his 
career. 

“I had a terrific time fulfilling 
all my youthful dreams and 
at the same time making life 
miserable for hypocritical, 
posturing politicians and, I 
hope, performing a service 
for my country,” Novak 
wrote in his memoir, “The 
Prince of Darkness: 50 Years 
reporting in Washington.” 
Actually Novak had been 
dubbed the “prince of 
darkness” by a journalist 
friend early in his career, 
and he embraced it. He 
wrote in that 2007 memoir 
that he became proud of 
the label derived from his 


“unsmiling pessimism about 
the prospects for America 
and Western civilization.” 
“He loved being a journalist, 
he loved journalism, he loved 
his country and his family,” 
Geraldine Novak told The 
AP. 

Novak, editor of the Evans- 
Novak Political Report, He 
is perhaps best known as a 
co-host of several of CNN’s 
political talk shows, where 
he often jousted with liberal 
guests from 1980 to 2005. 
One of the best-known was 
“Crossfire.” 

While he became known as 
a strong conservative for 
his role on “Crossfire” and 
other CNN political shows 
like “The Capital Gang,” he 
differed with conservatives 
on many issues, expressing 
doubts about invading 
Afghanistan and frequently 
criticizing the war in Iraq. 
Novak wrote in his book 
about often giving politicians 
the choice of being a source 
or a target, a strategy that 
often produced scoops for 
his column. 

With a lengthy list of highly- 
placed sources, a high public 
profile and a relentless 
approach to reporting his 
column, Novak produced 
many scoops. 

Among those scoops included 
a 2003 column in which he 
outed Plame as a CIA agent. 
The article was published 
eight days after Plame’s 
husband, Joseph Wilson, said 
the Bush administration had 
twisted prewar intelligence 
to exaggerate the Iraqi threat 
of nuclear weapons. 

Citing two Bush 
administration officials, 
Novak revealed Plame 


worked for the CIA on 
weapons of mass destruction. 
That blew her cover as a 
CIA operative and led to 
the investigation of who 
leaked that information, and 
eventually to the conviction 
of I. Lewis “Scooter” Libby, 
Vice President Dick Cheney’s 
former chief of staff. Libby’s 
prison sentence was later 
commuted by President 
George W. Bush. 

Bom and raised in Joliet, 
Illinois, Novak began his 
career in journalism in high 
school as a sports stringer for 
the Joliet Herald-News, then 
worked at the Champaign- 
Urbana Courier while 
attending the University of 
Illinois. 

following college, he served 
stateside in the U.S. Army 
as a lieutenant during the 
Korean War from 1952- 
54. He went on to work 
for The Associated Press 
in Omaha, Nebraska, and 
in Indianapolis, eventually 
working for the AP’s 
Washington bureau, where 
he covered congressional 
delegations for several 
Midwestern states. 

In 1958, Novak joined 
the staff of the Wall Street 
Journal and soon became 
their chief congressional 
correspondent. 

In 1963 he teamed up with 
the late Rowland Evans Jr. 
to pen a political column that 
lasted 30 years. They were 
journalism’s odd couple 
— Evans was polished and 
charming while Novak was 
often mmpled and grouchy. 
Evans died in March 2001, 
and Novak continued to write 
the column until his brain 
tumor diagnosis in July.Q

In Santa Barbara County alone, 
sheriff’s investigators have 
recovered more than 225,000 
pot plants in the past five 
months, Brown said. The plants 
have an estimated street value 
of about $675 million. 

In the Sierra Nevada, an ongoing 
search has resulted in dozens of 
prosecutions and the destruction 
of more than 400,000 marijuana 
plants. The campsite associated 
with the fire was at the bottom 
of a canyon slope that was 
being used for pot production, 
authorities said. The 2- to 6- 
foot (1.2- to 1.8-meter)-tall 
plants were not burned in the 
fire but were later pulled up and 
destroyed by authorities. 
Officials showed a photograph 
of the makeshift campsite where 
burnt cans and pots littered the 


ground. A propane tank also 
was found, authorities said. 

As many as six people were 
believed to have been at the 
camp, authorities said. No one 
has been arrested but some of 
those who fled the camp may 
still be in the forest, authorities 
said. 

Some of the people staying at 
the encampment apparently 
returned several days after the 
fire began, authorities said. 
There have been 100 arrests 
of suspected growers and 
traffickers in California this 
year, most of them involving 
Mexican nationals. 

But Brown said no arrests have 
been made in Santa Barbara 
County. Most traffickers 
manage to flee at the first sign 
of trouble, he said. 

“They can hear when we are 
coming,” Brown said. “They 
are prepared for, and make an 
escape soon as they hear the 
helicopter.” 

Investigators believe there are 
many more marijuana crops 
still undiscovered. California 
is estimated to be the largest 
marijuana producer among 
some 15 producing states. 
“We’re not getting all of them,” 
Brown said. “The reality is that 
we are seeing an increase in

the numbers. That’s cause for 
concern.” Although the wildfire 
appeared to be an accident, illicit 
marijuana production carries its 
own dangers.

In Santa Barbara County, at least 
one slaying has been linked to 


pot production. Authorities 
accused four men of killing 
Adan Cervantes Ruiz, 23, who 
was shot and left wrapped in a 
sleeping bag along a highway 
near Los Olivos in September 
2007. However, charges were 
dropped earlier this year because 
of insufficient evidence.

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Bomb attack kills 7 in Kabul; UN staff among dead

KABUL (AP) — A Taliban 
suicide bomber attacked 
a NATO convoy Tuesday 
on the outskirts of Kabul, 
killing at least seven people 
and wounding more than 50, 
officials said, just days before 
the presidential election that 
the militant group has vowed 
to disrupt. 

Two U.S. soldiers were 
killed and three wounded 
in a separate blast, the U.S. 
command said. 

Hours before the suicide 
blast, two mortar rounds 
struck near the presidential 
palace in Kabul, the U.S. 
military said. 

Despite the uptick in violence, 
NATO announced Tuesday 


that its forces would refrain 
from offensive military 
operations on election 
day and would undertake 
missions only if they were 
“deemed necessary to protect 
the population.” 

Two Afghans working for 
the United Nations were 
among the dead in the suicide 
attack, the U.N. office in 
Kabul announced. Another 
Afghan U.N. employee was 
wounded, a U.N. statement 
said. 

The suicide bomber used a 
car to strike the convoy as it 
traveled along a road near a 
British military base in the 
eastern edge of the city. The 
Interior Ministry said seven 
people were killed and 50 
wounded. 


NATO said “reports indicate” 
that NATO troops “were 
killed and wounded in the 
blast” but gave no details. 
Zabiullah Mujahid, a 
Taliban spokesman, claimed 
responsibility for the blast 
in a telephone conversation 
with The Associated Press. 
The group has denounced the 
election and warned people 
to stay away from the polls. 
In Kabul, British troops 
were guarding the site of the 
suicide attack as rescuers 
rushed the wounded to 
hospitals. An AP reporter at 
the scene saw British soldiers 
collecting what appeared 
to be body parts from the 
roof of an Afghan home. 
He also reported shouting 
matches between the British 
troops and Afghan security 
personnel at the blast site. 
About a dozen private 
vehicles were destroyed near 
the road where the attack 
happened. People used their 
hands to dig through the 
rubble of damaged buildings. 
Families carried the wounded 


away from the scene. 

U.S., NATO and Afghan 
security forces are on high 
alert this week because of 
the Thursday vote. President 
Hamid Karzai is favored to 
win but faces a stiff challenge 
from former Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Abdullah. About 
three dozen candidates are in 
the race. 

The attack against U.S. 
troops occurred in eastern 
Afghanistan, the U.S. 
military said in a statement. 
It said two were killed and 
three were wounded when 
their vehicle struck a bomb 
but gave no further details. 
Those deaths brought to 
26 the number of U.S. 
service members killed in 
Afghanistan this month, 
according to an AP count. 
Elsewhere, a suicide bomber 
struck the gates of an Afghan 
army base in the southern 
province of Uruzgan, killing 
three Afghan soldiers and 
two civilians, provincial 
police chief Juma Gul Himat 
said. 


U.S. military spokeswoman 
Capt. Elizabeth Mathias 
had no details of damage or 
casualties from the attack on 
the presidential compound. 
Neither Karzai or anyone else 
was wounded in the attack, 
said deputy presidential 
spokesman Hamid Elmi. He 
said the rounds probably 
hit “somewhere around the 
compound,” but he had no 
further details. 

Attacks in Afghanistan have 
risen steadily the last three 
years. In a speech Monday 
in Phoenix, President Barack 
Obama said U.S. troops 
would help secure polling 
places so that the elections 
can go forward and Afghans 
can choose their own future. 
Obama said peace in 
Afghanistan “will not be 
quick” and “will not be easy.” 
He added that the United 
States still has a deep interest 
in the long-term outcome. 
“This is not only a war worth 
fighting. This is fundamental 
to the defense of our people,” 
Obama said. □

Twelve other workers are 
already confirmed drowned 
or crushed to death in 
Monday’s accident, which 
shut down the massive 
Sayano-Shushenskaya power 
plant in southern Siberia and 
left several towns and major 
factories without electricity. 
The plant provides 10 percent 
of Siberia’s energy needs, 
according to Russian media 
reports. Two workers were 
found alive Monday in niches 
inside the flooded structure, 
RusHydro acting chief Vasily 
Zubakin was quoted as saying, 
but hope was fading for the 64 
still missing. 

“With every hour, there is 
less and less chance left 
that we will find somebody 
alive,” RusHydro spokesman 
Yevgeny Druzyaka told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday. 
RusHydro officials say the 
water temperature around the 
plant is around 4 C (40 F). 
Regional Gov. Viktor Zimin 
refuted suggestions that rescue 
teams had heard knocking 
sounds from inside the plant 
after the accident, saying the 
dam’s thick concrete walls 
would muffle any sounds from 
inside. Federal investigators 
said an explosion destroyed 
walls and the ceiling in a room 
where turbines are located and 
caused the room to flood. One 
of the plant’s 10 turbines was 
destroyed, two were partly 


destroyed and three others 
were damaged, officials said. 
The plant’s dam, a towering 
structure that stretches a 
kilometer (more than half a 
mile) across the Yenisei River, 
was not damaged and towns 
downstream were not in 
danger, Emergency Situations 
Minister Sergei Shoigu said. 
Former plant director 
Alexander Toloshinov said 
some workers trapped in the 
flooded control room could 
have survived by finding a 
comer with some air left. 
Three groups of divers were 
searching for the missing 
workers both inside the 
flooded rooms and in the 
river outside, Shoigu said in 
televised comments, adding 
that the workers were now 
believed to have drowned or 
been cmshed by debris from 
the explosion. 

The accident also produced 
an oil slick that by Tuesday 
stretched over 50 miles (80 
kilometers) down the Yenisei. 
Crews were stmggling to stop 
it but so far had not. 

Supplies from other power 
plants were being rerouted 
Tuesday to help cover the 
region’s shortfall but it was 
unclear how long other power 
plants would be able to keep 
making up for the energy 
shortage. 

RusHydro said a faulty turbine 
at the plant, which began 
operating in 1978, was likely 
to blame. Investigators believe 


the accident occurred after a 
defective lid of one turbine was 
torn off during repair work, 
Yelena Vishnyakova, another 
RusHydro spokeswoman, 
told the AR Shoigu, however, 
said that was merely one of 
several theories about why 
the accident occurred, Russian 
news agencies reported. 
RusHydro said replacing 
the damaged equipment at 
the plant may take up to two 


years but the undamaged 
turbines could be put back into 
operation in a month. 

More than 70 percent of all 
energy from the Sayano- 
Shushenskaya plant goes to 
four Siberian smelters of Rusal, 
the world’s largest aluminum 
producer. Rusal reported 
Monday that it was operating 
as usual with smelters being 
powered from other plants. 
Analysts said the lack of

energy from the Sayano- 
Shushenskaya did not pose 
immediate risks for Rusal, 
but could seriously impede 
its development if the metals 
market picks up next year. 
RusHydro said each bereaved 
family would receive 1 
million rubles ($31,300) in 
compensation for their loss. 
The 12 dead workers are to 
be buried on Wednesday and 
Thursday. □

fervent champion of peace 
and democracy with the death 
of former President Kim Dae- 
jung, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize for his efforts to 
foster reconciliation on the 
Korean peninsula. 

Bom when Korea was one 
nation, Kim campaigned until 
the end for reconciliation 
with the communist North, 


defending his “Sunshine 
Policy” of openness even 
as he watched a decade of 
progress unravel under a new, 
conservative government. 

He died at a Seoul hospital 
Tuesday after battling 
pneumonia for weeks, officials 
at Severance Hospital said. He 
was 85. 

North Korean leader Kim 
Jong II expressed his “deep 
condolences” to the ex¬ 
president’s family in a rare 
message between the two

countries still technically at 
war. 

“The feats he performed to 
achieve national reconciliation 
and realize the desire for 
reunification will remain long 
with the nation,” Kim Jong II 
said according to a Wednesday 
report by the official Korean 
Central News Agency. 

The two Kims made history 
when they shook hands at the 
start of a landmark summit in 
Pyongyang in 2000, vowing to 
put decades of enmity behind 
them and to work toward 
reconciliation. The next 10 
years saw a flowering of inter- 
Korean relations. 

But some called Kim Dae- 
jung, known as “DJ,” a 
leftist liberal who propped 
up the North Korean regime 
with hundreds of millions of 
dollars in aid. Revelations that 
his administration made secret 
payments to North Korea 
before the summit in 2000 
tarnished his reputation. Kim 
defended the payments as a 
way to secure peace with the 
North. 

Still, even foes mourned 
his death, praising him as a 
tireless defender of democracy 
in a career that spanned South 
Korea’s political upheaval, 
from its early years as a 
military dictatorship to its 
transformation into a full- 
fledged democracy. 

“We lost a great political 
leader,” said President Lee 


Myung-bak, a conservative 
rival. “His accomplishments 
and aspirations to achieve 
democratization and inter- 
Korean reconciliation will 
long be remembered by the 
people.” 

Kim was a resilient fighter who 
survived at least five attempts 
on his life. An outspoken 
dissident, he also endured 
torture, kidnapping, prison, 
exile and several assassination 
attempts — including a 
dramatic 1973 abduction from 
a Tokyo hotel by South Korean 
intelligence agents. 

His election to the presidential 
Blue House in 1997, after 40 
years in the opposition, sent 
supporters in his southwestern 
home region dancing in the 
streets. 

In Seoul on Tuesday, mourners 
burned incense and laid 
white chrysanthemums at a 
makeshift site outside City 
Hall. U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon, who served as a 
vice foreign minister in Kim’s 
administration, and former 
President Kim Young-sam 
were among leaders who paid 
their respects at the hospital. 
President Barack Obama also 
extended his condolences to 
Kim’s family and the Korean 
people, saying Kim’s “personal 
sacrifices on behalf of freedom 
are inspirational and should 
never be forgotten.” 

Though the exact date of his 
birth was unclear, Kim was 


born into a farming family 
in South Jeolla province in 
Korea’s southwest when 
the country was still under 
Japanese colonial rule. 

He started a business after the 
end of Japanese occupation 
and it survived the 1950-53 
war on the Korean peninsula. 
But as South Korea’s 
government veered toward 
authoritarianism, he chose to 
go into politics and quickly 
marked himself as a dissident. 
After three losing bids, he 
was elected to the National 
Assembly in 1961. Days later, 
Maj. Gen. Park Chung-hee 
staged a military coup and 
dissolved parliament. 

Kim ran for the presidency a 
decade later, nearly defeating 
Park, who altered the 
constitution to guarantee his 
rule in the future. 

Just weeks after the election, 
Kim was in a traffic accident 
he believed was an attempt 
on his life. For the rest of his 
days, he walked with a limp 
and often leaned on a cane. 

In 1973, South Korean agents 
broke into his Tokyo hotel 
room and dragged him to a 
ship where he claimed they 
planned to dump him at 
sea. The would-be assassins 
aborted the plan following 
intervention by U.S. officials, 
who sent an American military 
helicopter flying low over the 
ship.Q 
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Filipino troops clash with gunmen near resorts

MANILA, Philippines (AP) 
— Philippine troops stormed 
a remote southwestern islet 
Wednesday to remove some 30 
Muslim gunmen who took over 
a village near beach resorts 
popular with foreign tourists, a 
navy spokesman said. 

Two of the gunmen were killed 
and another two captured when 
marines landed in Balabac 
township in the southernmost 
part of Palawan Island, said 
navy spokesman Col. Edgardo 
Arevalo. The marines were 
going house-to-house searching 
for the rest of the gunmen, who 
appeared to have split up, he 
said. Navy ships were patrolling 
nearby waters to prevent them 
from escaping, he said. 

None of the resorts were under 
immediate threat from the 
military operation. 

The raiders led by Abdullah 
Abdurajak, a commander 
facing charges of illegal 
possession of firearms, started 
extorting money from residents 
and seized a mosque over the 


weekend, the military said. 
They did not air any demands 
and at one point took two 
residents hostage before 
releasing them, Arevalo told 
The Associated Press. 

He said they claimed to be 
members of the Moro National 
Liberation Front, a Muslim 
separatist group that signed a 
peace deal with the government 
in 1996 in exchange for an 
autonomous region in the 
southern Philippines that did 
not include Palawan. 

Many of its fighters have refused 
to disarm, adding to insecurity 
in a region where two other 
Muslim rebel groups operate 
— the larger Moro Islamic 
Liberation Front, which has 
continued to fight for Muslim 
self-rule, and the Abu Sayyaf, a 
smaller, more violent al-Qaida- 
linked group. Palawan province, 
famous for white-sand beaches 
and pristine forests, caves and 
waterfalls, has been largely 
isolated from the decades-

Basilan and Jolo islands. 

Most of the diving and beach 
resorts are located in northern

BERLIN (AP) — Sanya 
Richards shook off years 
of disappointment Tuesday 
with her first major title in 
the 400 meters, pumping 
her fist with utter relief after 
crossing the line at the world 
championships. 

Her main rival, Olympic 
champion Christine Ohuruogu 
of Britain, was way back in 
fifth. And Shericka Williams 
of Jamaica, an Olympic silver 
medalist in Beijing, finished 
second again. 

“Finally I own a major title,” 
Richards said. 

With gold around her neck 
on the podium, she looked 
beyond the imposing grey 
stone of the Olympic Stadium 
and up at an evening sky filled 
with wispy pink clouds. There 
were no tears, just a beaming 
smile and intense happiness. 
“I finally got it right,” she 
said. 

In the shadows of the 
Usain Bolt vs. Tyson Gay 
showdown, this was a duel 
that was supposed to be almost 
as good. 

From Lane 3, Richards always 
had a good look at defending 
champion Ohuruogu’s Lane 7 
and she zoomed in on her over 
the first 300 meters. From 
then on, she only had to focus 
on the finishing line. 

In Beijing last year, Richards 
faltered over the last 50 meters 
to let the Briton through. Not 
so this year. 

The American crossed the 
line with her arms raised in 
celebration. 

“It means the world to me,” 
she said. 

With a grin on her face, she 
danced a little number for 
screaming fans. With a time 
of 49.00 seconds, she also set 
the fastest mark of the year. 
She was .32 seconds faster 
than Williams. 

Known for her competitive 
spirits, Ohuruogu conceded 
Richards had caught up with 
her in that department. 

“She wanted it a little bit more 
than the rest of us,” Ohuruogu 
said. 

Not only did she keep all 


competition back on the 
big day, she also shook off 
another flare-up from Behcet’s 
syndrome, a rare disorder that 
causes chronic inflammation 
of blood vessels throughout 
the body. 

Two years ago, she struggled 
with the disease when she 
failed to qualify for the worlds 
in Osaka, Japan. This time, 
the lesions on her legs, her 
stomach and inside her mouth 
were not going to conquer 
her. 

Last year, her legs cramped up 
with gold in sight. Still, she 
admitted there was something 
else too that had held her 
back. 

“Before, I had difficulties 
standing the pressure,” 
Richards said. “But now I am 
a better athlete.” 

It made it all the sweeter 
Tuesday. 

Completing a good day for the 
U.S. team, Kerron Clement 
successfully defended his 
men’s 400 hurdles title, 
holding off a late challenge 


from Javier Culson of Puerto 
Rico. 

It left the United States on top 
of the medals table with three 
golds and seven overall, ahead 
of Russia with two golds and 
seven medals overall. Jamaica 
has two golds and five 
overall. 

The United States needs all 
the medals it can get because 
it is struggling in the sprints. 
Bolt, however, was looking to 
impose more pain in the 200. 
Going for his second gold 
medal of the worlds, Bolt 
jogged across the line to 
advance to the semifinals of 
the 200. 

Two days after setting a world 
record of 9.58 seconds to win 
the 100, the Olympic 200 
champion ran a good curve 
and coasted through the final 
straight to finish in 20.41 
seconds, a full 1.11 seconds 
behind his world record. 

In the absence of injured 
defending champion Gay, Bolt 
is the overwhelming favorite 
for gold, and he said he would 


try to get a second world 
record at the championships, 
too. 

The Jamaican set a record of 
19.30 seconds at the Beijing 
Olympics, widely considered 
one of the toughest to beat in 
the sport. 


The U.S. team needs to 
change something quick 
to challenge the Jamaicans 
for sprint supremacy at the 
championships. They lost 5-0 
in Olympic titles at the Beijing 
Games and are already 2-0 
behind after the lOOs.Q
